Personal  Identification  Numbers  (PIN)

previously  used  the  Student  Information  Ce/7tef  kiosks  or  any  voice 
response  system  and  changed  your  PIN,  use  the  first  four  digits  of 
your  permanent  address  zip  code  on  file  with  the  Registrar's  Office. 
If  you  do  not  know  your  PIN  and  you  need  assistance  go  to  120 
Hayden  Hall  during  regular  office  hours  at  the  front  desk  in  the 
Registrar's  Office.  PINs  will  not  be  given  out  over  the  telephone  and 
a  valid  photo  ID  is  necessary  to  receive  a  number.

•  When  adding  and  dropping  courses  you  should  drop  first 
so  as  not  to  exceed  your  maximum  allowed  hours.

FINANCIAL  INFORMATION 


Tuition  Payment 

Full  payment  of  tuition  and  other  related  charges  are  done  by  the 
beginning  of  each  quarter.  The  following  are  accepted  methods  of 
payment: 

•  Check  or  Money  Order  payable  to  Northeastern  University. 

•  American  Express,  MasterCard,  Visa  or  Discover.  Payments 
may  be  made  in-person  or  by  calling  our  24-hour  automated 
charge  line  61 7.373.231 9  or  1 .800.937.4067. 

•  Enrollment  in  the  Three  Payment  Option  described  below. 

Students  are  responsible  for  the  prompt  payment  of  all  bills.  If  a 
bill  has  not  been  received  by  the  first  week  of  the  quarter,  please 
contact  the  Bursar's  Office  at  617.373.2270  and  a  bill  will  be 
created  for  you. 

Any  discrepancies  in  your  bill  should  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Bursar's  Office.  If  there  is  a  billing  problem,  pay  the 
undisputed  portion  of  the  bill  to  avoid  any  additional  late  fees.

Health  Service  Fee 

The  University  provides  a  student  health  program  for  all  students 
who  have  matriculated,  carry  a  course  load  of  nine  credits  or 
more,  or  are  enrolled  in  a  full-time  program.  The  health  program 
includes  both  hospital  insurance  and  the  services  of  the  Lane 
Health  Center.  Participation  in  the  program  is  mandated  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Students  who  are  covered  under  a  comparable  hospital  insurance 
plan  may  waive  the  Health  Services  fee  by  filing  a  waiver 
available  at  the  Office  of  the  Bursar. 


Three  Payment  Option 

Northeastern  University  offers  a  three  payment  option  plan. 
Information  regarding  this  plan  may  be  obtained  by  calling  the 
Office  of  the  Bursar,  617.373.2270.  There  is  a  nominal  fee  for 
participation  in  this  program.  Applications  along  with  the  initial 
payment  of  1/3  plus  the  fee  are  due  before  the  beginning  of  the 
quarter. 


Late  Payments 

A  $75  late  fee  will  be  added  to  the  balance  for  all  students  who 
do  not  pay  the  amount  due  in  full  or  make  arrangements  for 
deferred  payment  by  the  first  Saturday  of  the  quarter.  In  cases 
where  the  student  defaults  on  his/her  tuition  payments,  the 
student  shall  be  liable  for  not  only  the  outstanding  tuition,  but  also 
the  reasonable  collection  costs  and  attorney's  fees  incurred  by 
the  University  in  collecting  unpaid  tuition  and  may  be  subject  to 
monthly  interest  charges. 


Tuition  Underwritten  by  Employers 

In  cases  where  payment  is  to  be  made  directly  by  the  employer 
to  the  University,  the  student  should  provide  the  Bursar's  Office  a 
purchase  order  or  statement  from  an  officer  of  the  company 
certifying  that  the  company  will  underwrite  student's  tuition.  If 
there  are  stipulations  associated  with  the  payment  agreement, 
such  as  a  minimum  grade  level,  then  the  student  must  either  pay 
the  University  directly  or  enroll  in  the  Three  Payment  Option  Plan. 


Tuition  Reimbursement 

Many  companies  reimburse  the  student  upon  successful 
completion  of  courses.  In  these  situations  the  student  is 
responsible  for  payment  of  the  bill  at  the  start  of  each  quarter. 
Students  may  select  to  use  the  Three  Payment  Option  Plan. 
Tuition  may  not  be  left  unpaid  pending  employer  reimbursement. 

Prorating  of  Tuition  &  Refunds 

After  telephone  registration  drop/add  is  complete,  the  only  way 
you  will  be  eligible  for  a  credit  or  refund  is  if  you  have  filed  an 
official  withdrawal  with  the  Office  of  the  Registrar.  Non- 
attendance  does  not  constitute  official  course  withdrawal. 
Tuition  is  prorated  according  to  the  following  schedule  (this  varies 
during  the  Summer  quarter).

A  different  refund  schedule  may  apply  to  courses  that  run  less 
than  a  full  quarter 

A  withdrawal  made  after  the  end  of  the  4th  calendar  week  does 
not  entitle  you  to  a  tuition  credit.  If  you  prefer  to  receive  a  refund 
(rather  than  a  credit  toward  future  registration),  you  must  file  a 
refund  petition  with  the  Office  of  the  Bursar,  254  Richards  Hall. 


Transcripts  and  other  academic  records  will  not  be  released  until 
all  financial  obligations  to  the  University  have  been  met

Course  drop  fonns  received  between  the  beginning  of  the  sixth 
calendar  week  of  the  quarter  and  the  end  of  the  ninth  calendar 
week  of  the  quarter  will  be  processed  in  the  following  manner:

Future  commencement 
correspondence  will  be  sent  to  students  who  indicate  the 
possibility  of  graduating. 

Emergency  Closing 

Northeastern  University  notifies  students  by  radio  when  it 
becomes  necessary  to  cancel  classes  because  of  extremely 
inclement  weather.  AM  radio  stations  WBZ  (1030),  WBNW  (590), 
WEEI  (850),  and  WRKO  (680)  and  FM  stations  WBCN  (104.1) 
and  WBMX  (98.5)  are  authorized  to  announce  the  University's 
decision  to  close.  Since  instructional  television  courses  originate 
from  live  or  broadcast  facilities  at  the  University,  classes  and  the 
courier  service  do  not  operate  when  the  University  is  closed. 

The  University  makes  every  effort  to  reach  the  radio  stations  with 
"no  school"  announcements  early.  Students  are  encouraged  to 
listen  to  the  radio  as  the  primary  method  of  learning  of  any 
University  closings.
